The American Red Cross has 
been conducting a program of 
water safety since 1914. Dur­ 
ing this time, trained instruc­ 
tors 
have 
taught 
swimming, 
lifesaving and handling of small 
craft to milllions of persons. 
Training has been done on a 
group rather than an individual 
basis for two reasons: first, be­ 
cause of the stimulation and 
motivation an individual gains 
from group activity and second, 
because 
of 
the 
unbalanced 
ratio between students desiring 
training and instructors avail-' 
able. 
Successful participation in a 
group activity is determined by 
the physical, mental and emo­ 
tional maturity of the individ­ 
ual. 
Most swimming instruc­ 
tors have found that the mini­ 
mum age for satisfactory group 
learning is between eight ad 
nine years of age. Prior to this 
the average child’s swimming 
capabilities cannot as a rule be 
effectively and rapidly develop­ 
ed, in group instruction. How­ 
ever, provided the child has a 
desire to learn, he may respond 
well to individual instruction, 
such as private lessons. 
Each year brings an increase 
in swimming and boating faci­ 
lities, 
with a correspondingly 
larger number of people using 
them. To insure safe enjoyment 
of these facilities, the ability to 
swim is imperative, and more 
and more people annually seek 
training in swimming and life- 
saving. 
'This year the Rush County 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross will again offer free les­ 
sons for boys and girls in Rush­ 
ville and Rush. County, who are 
eight years of age or older, dur­ 
ing the weeks of July 12 and 
July 19, at the City pool be­ 
tween the hours of 9 and 11 
a.m. More complete details on 
this worthwhile project will be 
announced later.

The 440-mile navigation sys­ 
tem is named for two Demo­ 
cratic Senate sponsors, John 
McClellan of Arkansas and the 
late Robert Kerr of Oklahoma. 
It wends its way from the 
Mississippi River almost to the 
doorstep of Tulsa. 
Nixon, mindful of the fact 
that Arkansas and Oklahoma 
are apt to vote for candidates 
from either major political par­ 
ty, carried with him a plea for 
“balanced 
national 
develop­ 
ment” in which rural areas 
could hold their own against 
big cities. 
In recent weeks, Nixon has 
concentrated his travel in the 
South and near South. 
On his last outing two weeks 
ago, Nixon went to vote-heavy 
Texas, to help his Democratic 
predecessor, Lyndon B. John­ 
son, dedicate a library. After a 
Florida weekend, the President 
flew to the Alabama home- 
ground of Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace, a third-party rival in 1968 
and a potential one for 1972. 
The McClellan-Kerr Arkansas 
River Navigation System is a 
440-mile 
engineering 
accom­ 
plishment that lifts a river and 
links the Midwest to sealanes 
via the Mississippi. 
The system draws its name 
from a historically tempestuous 
river and two men who fought 
for it for years. 
For centuries, the Arkansas, 
a tributary of the Mississippi, 
raged out of its banks on na­ 
ture’s whim. After one such 
flood in May 1942, the late Rob­ 
ert S. Kerr, then in his first 
year as Oklahoma governor, 
flew over the area and saw de­ 
bris 
hanging from 
telephone 
lines. 
Kerr, first as governor, later 
a..s U.S. senator, joined. Sen. 


John McClellan, D-Ark., in a 
fight for development of the Ar­ 
kansas. In 1955 Congress appro­ 
priated funds to make the Ar­ 
kansas navigable from Tulsa to 
Pine Bluff, Ark., at the con­ 
fluence of the White and the 
Mississippi Rivers. 
Almost 16 years and $1.2 bil­ 
lion later, the dreams of Kerr 
and McClellan have become a 
reality. 
, 
The McClellan-Kerr .Arkansas 
River Navigation System—also 
known as “ the Port of the 
Plains”—uses 
17 
locks and 
dams as it lifts the river a total 
of 420 feet in Its 440-mile south­ 
easterly journey. 
The system will provide flood 
control, 
hydroelectric 
power, 
enhancement of fish and wild­ 
life, and pleasure boating and 
recreational facilities. 
Local leaders also expect it 
to boost the economy of Okla­ 
homa and the Southwest by at- 
Cracting new businesses and in­ 
dustries.

Heath, 46, a Bremen wrecker 
driver; and Talmadge Adams, 
40, of Waco, Authorities said 
Adams was the driver of the 
Volkswagen which collided with 
the truck. 
Fielding said he was unable 
to open the truck door after the 
collision, so he crawled out a 
window and raced for a ditch.

Fielding said his first impulse 
was 
to 
warn 
motorists 
and 
spectators to flee as firemen 
and civil defense crews fought 
the blaze, 
“I practically begged them,” 
said Fielding, who escaped in­ 
jury. 
“Some of the people would 
not pay a bit of attention to me. 
They thought I was .joking.” ^ 
Fielding said one woman with 
several children drove up near 
the scene. 
He said he repeatedly plead­ 
ed with the woman to leave, 
then finally shouted, “Lady, for 
God’s sake, would you get out 
of here! That is a load of dyna­ 
mite and it is liable to explode 
at any tim e!”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
Senate votes have made it vir­ 
tually certain. Congress will ex­ 
tend the military draft for two 
more years. The question is 
when. 
Final action may be delayed 
until 
near 
the 
June 
30 ex­ 
piration of the present draft 
law, or even later. 
This is because a large num­ 
ber of amendments remain to 
be voted on, and because sena­ 
tors can’t agree when to vote 
on a proposal to cut off funds 
for 
U.S. 
operations

In­ 
dochina. 
Draft officials say if the bill 
fails to pass by June 30 they 
still can call up some of the 
millions of men currently de­ 
ferred from service, including 
college students. 
But Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Mass., the bill’s floor manager, 
said it would be a “national ca­ 
lamity” if it fails to pass by 
then. 
The House already has voted 
to extend the draft two years. 
The two Senate votes Friday 
were 49 to 43 against extending 
it for only a single year, and 67 
to 23 against ending draft calls 
on July 1. 
But tentative plans for a June 
18 vote on a revised version of 
the McGovern-Hatfield amend­ 
ment to cut off money for U.S. 
operations in

ailing coal miner who hijacked 
a United Air Lines jet Friday 
night to try to fly to Israel. 
After forcing the 
plane to 
land here, pot-bellied gunman 
Glen Elmo Riggs, 58, of Ash­ 
ford, W.Va., left his pistol lying 
on a seat when he got up to get 
a drink of water. His hostage 
brushed by him to seize it. 
Flight Engineer Greg D. Col­ 
li ton, 29, Hermosa Beach, Ca­ 
lif., said later, “He cocked the 
gun 50 or 60 times and pointed 
it at me every time I made the 
slightest move. I really felt he 
was going to shoot me.” 
Colliton., who flew reconnais­ 
sance planes in combat in Viet­ 
nam, spent three hours at gun­ 
point talking with the bespec­ 
tacled Riggs after the captured 
jetliner had landed at Dulles 
International Airport. 
Riggs hijacked the twin-en- 
gine 
airliner 
shortly 
after 
takeoff from Charleston, W.Va., 
on a flight to Newark, N.J. He 
let the 69 passengers and. three 
stewardesses get off the plane 
here, but kept Colliton and the 
two pilots as prisoners. 
After Colliton had pocketed 
the pistol, FBI agents rushed 
the jetliner, grabbed Riggs and 
handcuffed him. No one was 
hurt.

Frisco Committee Proposes Cops 
Ignore Prostitution, Gambling 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
committee of 28 leading San 
Francisco citizens has recom­ 
mended that police bear down 
on violent crime and ignore 
“discreet acts of prostitution, 
pornography, 
homosexuality 
and gambling.” 
Police 
Chief Alfred 
Nelder 
said he was “flabbergasted” by 
the report Thursday. He said it 
represents 
a 
“defeatist 
atti­ 
tude.” 
The committee said it does 
not “condone or approve any of 
these activities. But we have to 
stop cluttering up our criminal 
justice 
system 
with 
unenfor­ 
ceable laws.” 
“Instead of being concerned 
with morality, we should try to 
turn all our resources toward 
far more 
serious 
crime, 
in­ 
cluding the safety of citizens on 
the streets,” the report said. 
The committee was appointed 
in 1968 by Mayor Joseph Alioto 
and the board of supervisors, to 
whom it reports. It is headed 
by lawyers Moses Lasky and 
William H. Orrick Jr., and in­ 
cludes a cross-section of profes­ 
sions and minority groups. The 
work is funded by grants from 
the 
U.S. 
Justice 
Department 
and the Ford Foundation. 
The report said the scope of 
prostitution in San Francisco is 
“fantastic,” and flagrant street 
walkers would be put out of 
business if “discreet, off-the- 
street prostitution should cease 
to be criminal.” 
Although 
describing 
com­ 
mercial pornography as “the 
pursuit of dirty money,” the 
committee said dirty 
movies 
and stage shows should be per­ 
mitted “in an off-the-street reti­ 
cent surrounding,” available to 
adults who seek them out.

RIGHTS AND TECHNICALITY 
The genius of our constitutional form 
of government lies specifically in the pro­ 
tection of individual rights and the main­ 
tenance of due process through a system 
of law. This cornerstone of freedom has 
been safeguarded and more clearly de­ 
fined by court decisions throughout the 
years. Yet guilty defendants in some 
courts today might well ask of their 
counsel, “Never mind my fundamental 
rights; dig up a legal technicality. Error 
is more important than truth.” 
Sometimes, law enforcement officers 
attribute a part of the blame for the 
crime problem to legal technicalities 
used by some courts to free the obviously 
guilty. Those who disagree charge that 
police officers do not understand the dif- 
- ference between a technicality and a 
fundamental right. Interestingly enough, 
some highly distinguished and respected 
L,jurists from time to time have supported 
law enforcement’s stand. Indeed, Justices 
-'of the Supreme Court of the United 
* States itself have voiced alarm over the 
“technicality” issue. 
There is a need for a restoration of 
/ balance between the protection of the 
rights of the individual and the welfare 
of society. The judicial concern for ab­ 
solute fairness must be viewed as part of 
free government’s efforts to maintain 
this essential balance. However, over- 
zealous searches for technical impropri­ 
ety serve neither goal honorably.

ANTI-HOOVER CAMPAIGN 


For nearly a half century, J. Edgar 
Hoover has headed the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 
This is the most highly trained law en- 
* forcement agency in the nation. 
The FBI has rendered vital service to 
the nation in countless problems requir- 
*~ing investigative service. 
A group within the nation, liberal to 
an extent that it is tantam ount to left- 
wing, seeks retirement of Hoover. 
One of the reasons cited by the group 
is Hoover’s age. This forms only a smoke­ 
screen to hide the actual motive. 
Service of the FBI has been required 
in recent years. It is invaluable now and 
will be needed in the years ahead, accord­ 
ing to present indications. 
Hoover merits a well-earned rest, in the 
event he should elect to relinquish his 
duties. Possibly, a successor of his calibre 
might be difficult. 
Retirement under the onslaught of 
pressure groups constitute a different 
matter. Hoover continues to have both 
the health and stamina to continue his 
duties. 
Because of the record of FBI in law en­ 
forcement, Hoover has become a target 
at a time recognized American institu­ 
tions are being assailed. 
Behind the left-wing opponents of 
Hoover are the extreme radicals and dis­ 
senters, some of whom are oriented to 
the underground forces of the Commu­ 
nists. 
These are individuals who adhere |o 
- the creed that nothing is good in the 
! present structure of government. They 
have formed the groups that have creat­ 
ed disorders within the nation. 
Some officials in Washington seem to 
entertain the theory that a thaw is in 
evidence in Soviet-American relations. 
That appears to be wishful thinking as 
a recognized policy of the Soviets is to 
! defame and discredit American officials, 
especially those agencies responsible for 
national security. 
Obviously, there is a limit in tenure of 
* office for any public official either in a 
1 key or less important capacity. 
Still in good health, Hoover should be 
B 
rmitted to continue his vital service to 
e American people so long as he is able 
* to continue in this role. He should not be 
Í removed to appease left-wing groups 
; abetted by Communistic interest. 
The name of J. Edgar Hoover has 
; symbolized law enforcement in the Unit- 
; ed States. The American people owe him 
a debt of gratitude for his service in this 
; important field. Without Hoover and the 
highly-trained FBI, disorders within the 
\ nation would have been more far-reach- 
; ing in scope. 
Efforts with a view of forced retire- 
1 ment of Hoover are not in the interest of 
\ national welfare or security.

Elijah was told by the Lord to call for 
a showdown between those who worship­ 
ed Baal and those who worshiped God. 
The Baal worshipers prepared sacrifices 
and prayed fanatically. And nothing- 
happened. Then Elijah ordered the sacri­ 
fices to Jehovah prepared. He offered 
them and prayed. Then fire from heaven 
fell and consumed the sacrifices. Men 
shouted and praised the God Who is 
alive and hears prayer and answers as 
by fire.

Summary of This Scries 
Those of you who have follow­ 
ed my series on drug abuse have 
been with me now for the past 
13 yveeks, and it is my sincere 
hope 
that 
the 
information 
I 
have shared with you has been 
helpful in learning about drugs 
and stimulating to the mind in 
making your personal determ i­ 
nation to learn more. I can as­ 
sure you that the 
more you 
know about drugs, the 
more 
benefit you will be to your chil­ 
dren on the subject and the 
more you can do for our com ­ 
munity to fight the drug curse. 
Parents have long told their 
children not to use drugs, ex­ 
cept under a doctor’s prescrip­ 
tion, but now you can authorita­ 
tively say why drugs should not 
be abused and the many harms 
that can come to those who do 
abuse drugs. 
Most of our discussions have 
been on the prevention through 
knowledge approach to the drug 
problem but here I want to state 
things to watch for that might 
indicate 
a 
person 
is 
already 
using some type of drugs. Ten 
frequent signs of drug abuse 
are: 
1. 
Moral ill health. Normal 
value 
changes 
and 
unusual 
ideas taking their place. 
2. Mental ill health. Emotion­ 
al extremes with a marked loss 
of interest in usual goals. Un­ 
usually bad grades in school, 
signs of a change in personality. 
3. Physical ill health. Loss of 
weight, changes in skin color, 
loss of body 
tone, 
unnatural 
careless stance and posture. 
4. Development of a fear com ­ 
plex. 
Usually 
convinced 
that 
someone is “after them .” Sus­ 
picious about everyone around 
them, 
even 
family 
members. 
5. Marked appetite extremes. 
No appetite at all and when this 
changes and they do eat, the 
amounts of food intake are huge 
particularly in the line of sweets 
and liquids. 
6. 
Extremes 
in 
disposition. 
Either 
highly 
stimulated 
and 
overly talkative or very sleepy. 
7. Extrem es in emotions. Fre­ 
quent spells of crying or hyster­ 
ical laughter. Very frequently 
showing feelings 
against 
any 
authority. 


8. Needle marks, skin boils, 
sores. Scars from use of needles 
many times become very infect­ 
ed. 
9. Body and breath odor very 
unpleasant. 
10. Eyes usually very blood­ 
shot and watery. Pupils very 
small, eyes often wide. 
If you suspect a child is tak­ 
ing some form of drugs, it is 
probably best, for the first step, 
to consult your family doctor. 
He is very well qualified to con­ 
firm your judgment.

Burned: Cheated on a drug 
purchase. 
Cap: A capsule containing a 
drug. 
Cold Turkey: An abrupt stop 
in use of drugs in an effort to 
quit. 
Fix: An injection of drugs. 
Give Wings: Give first inject­ 
ion of Heroin to a friend. 
High: Under the influence of 
some drug.

Your vote this November has 
increased in importance. There

contests

mayor 
scheduled in Indiana, with two 
elections uncontested. 
At the present time, Republic­ 
ans 
hold 
73 mayoralty 
seats 
compared to 43 for the Demo­ 
crats. Secretary of State Larry 
A. Conrad, top Democratic elec- 
ed state official, feels his party 
can pick up an additional 12 or 
more seats this November. In­ 
dianapolis, Fort Wayne, South 
Bend, Lafayette and Blooming­ 
ton are among the cities where 
he feels prospects are “bright.” 
The Democrats are working 
to win. Candidates will attend a 
“workshop” .in Indianapolis to 
prepare for the upcoming cam ­ 
paigns. 
Mayoral 
candidates 
from 
first, 
second 
and third 
class cities will attend sessions 
on June 4, with all other cities 
represented 
on 
the 
following 
day. 
The role of Mayor in the Ind­ 
iana Political scene will grow 
in importance. The last Gener­ 
al Assembly indicated their in­ 
tention to return more power to 
the cities and counties. Under 
the Constitutional reservation of 
power, the state legislature has 
been acting like one large city 
hall. 
Senate Bill 708 received little 
fanfare when it was passed and 
signed by the Governor April 
14. The law eliminates the need 
for cities to come trotting to the 
legislature everytime they need 
action. Passage was expected to 
cut down introduction of bills in 
future General Assembly ses­ 
sions by about one-third. 
Not 
all powers were relin­ 
quished to the cities. Local op­ 
tion tax did not pass, and the 
General Assembly still author­ 
izes taxing authority, along with 
alteration of boundaries. 
A similar bill failed to pass in 
the 1969 session as a compan­ 
ion to the Marion County Uni- 
gov law. The bill was rewrit­ 
ten. by the Indiana Association 
of Cities and Towns.

He pointed out central loca­ 
tions to service four counties 
would permit all cities to have 
terminals keyed to the Posts, 
and on to the computers. He 
also pointed out we have been 
granted two extensions of time 
to reduce the power of our ex­ 
isting transmitting staions, and 
that we were under orders to 
reduce the wattage by half.

“The lesson should be constant­ 
ly enforced through the peo­ 
ple support the government, the 
government should not be call­ 
ed upon to support the people.” 
He said further,“Federal .Aid in 
such cases encourages the ex­ 
pectation of paternal care on the

and 
weakens the sturdiness of our 
national character.”
